G ü a y m a s (Mex.), May Sth.—The eartli- 
quake of the 3d started with a terrible vol­ 
canic eruption at Bavispe, destroying Mon­ 
tezuma and killing one hundred and tifty 
persons, 
besides 
igniting 
the 
woods. 
Twenty persons were killed at Oputu by 
the falling ol buildings, and m any people 
were injured at Granadas and Gussabar, 
which towns were almost completely de­ 
stroyed.

V E IN S O F GOLD AN D W A TEB COURSES O PEN ED 
IN A R IZ O N A . 
Tucson, May 8th.—Another violent earth­ 
quake is reported in the San Jose m ount­ 
ains, forty miles south of Fort Huachuca, 
iu Sonora. General Forsyth has sent an­ 
other exploration party to investigate, and 
reports are expected momentarily. A party 
has just returned from the Santa Catalina 
mountains. They report the canyons full of 
water brought to the surface by the earth­ 
quake. This is a great boon for this re­ 
gion, as there are thousands of acres of 
good farming lands at the base of these 
mountains. 
Another good effect of the 
earthquake is the opening of two large 
gold veins which were discovered in the 
Santa Cataiina mountains at the point 
where the whole side of the m ountain slid 
down. Several prospecting parties left yes­ 
terday to locate water and claims. 


M ORE VOLCANOES IN SONORA. 


N o g a l e s , May 8th.—Parties who came 
up yesterday on the train from Sonora, 
Mexico, state that two additional volcanoes 
have burst fortli in Sonora. The largest 
one is seven miles %ont Guay mas. A com­ 
pany of soldiers has been sent to the latter. 


W HA T T H E M EX IC A N S T H IN K . 
C ity ok M ex ico , May 8th.—The Govern­ 
ment to-day received its first information 
regarding the disastrous earthquake on the 
3d instant at the town of Bavispe, in the 
District of Montezuma, Sonora, by which 
fifteen persons lost their lives. The earth­ 
quake occurred at 3.50 p. m., and at the 
same time volcanic eruptions began in the 
neighboring mountains, lighting up the 
sum mits tor a long distance. 
The predic­ 
tion is made here by local scientists that 
Mexico is about to undergo a general se­ 
ismic convulsion, and recent records of 
earthquakes show that there is a wide­ 
spread volcanic activity from one end of 
Mexico to the other.

ground and promising well. The average 
of the condition of winter wheat in the 
fourteen counties in Illinois reporting this 
week, is S3 per cent. 
Reports on the con­ 
dition of spring wheat are beginning to 
come in. 
DeW itt county reports an aver­ 
age condition of 110 per’ceut., Fulton and 
Stork 90, and Stevenson 100 per cent. 
In 
Whiteside the condition is backward, and 
in Woodward the condition is good. 
The 
general average of the condition of winter 
wheat 'or t íe Indiana counti is reporting 
this week is 87 per cent. The condition 
of winter and spring wheat in Iowa is 
reported as line, but the acreage 'small. 
The condition ot spring w heat is good in 
nearly every report. 
The condition of 
winter wheat in Kansas is, on the whole, 
not promising. 
In Kentucky the condi­ 
tion of the crop is quite satisfactory. The 
same may be said of Michigan, with the 
exception of Berrien county. In Minne­ 
sota winter wheat is in fair condition, but 
Spring wheat is not above the ground yet. 
The prospects in Missouri are very good 
for a full crop of winter wheat. 
W inter 
and spring w’heat in Nebraska are iu fairly 
good condition, hut more rain is still re­ 
quired. The average condition in Ohio is 
rather low. The condition of the cron in 
Wisconsin, and also in Dakota, is fair. 
Meadows and pastures are improving, but 
in many localities rain is needed.

L o n d o n , May 8th.—I have just been 
speaking with Dillon and other leading 
members of the Irish party about the burn­ 
ing question of the hour, and I am author­ 
ized to give their views and the views of 
their party as a whole upon the subject. 
As Dillon announced last night in the 
House of Commons, the Irish leaders be­ 
lieve they have a clew to the forger of the 
Parnell letter in the Times. Of course it 
is not a matter of certainty yet, but they 
have th e best reason for believing that 
they are on the right track. The refusal 
of the Government to grant a Parlim entary 
Committee of Inquiry is due to the sim ple 
and disgraceful fact that they consulted 
the Times and the Times had to confess 
that it had no cause, and they knew th at 
on no account would the Irish mem ber 
bring the m atter into an English Court of 
law. It then became a question of investi­ 
gation or no investigation. 
That was a 
square issue decided on Friday night. 
The Irish members courted an inquiry, and 
tiieir slauderers shirked it. 
W hy is it then Irish members refuse to 
enter a Court of law, and are so eager to 
lay their case before a Parliam entary com­ 
mittee? 
To begin with, they deny that it is they 
who are on the defensive in this matter. 
It is the Times and its allies, and a Court of 
law as the tribunal for bringing these cul­ 
prits to justice, in comparison wiih a select 
com raittfeof theH ouseof Commons.would 
have many vital disadvantages. 
A Court 
of law would not give the oppor;unity to 
expose the whole sianderous conspiracy, 
whereas

LOST OPPORTUNITIES. 
Tire Twenty-seventh International Cok- 
Yention of the Young Men’s Christian As­ 
sociation begins in San Francisco to-mor­ 
row. It will bring together upwards of 
300 delegates from widely distinct parts of 
the continent. These men will be impressed 
by what they see in California and go 
away as so many witnesses for or against 
us. It is essential, therefore, that they 
shall not be misinformed concerning the 
State, and that they form no -misconcep­ 
tion of it. They should be got out of San 
Francisco for some days and given a taste 
of other climatic conditions than there 
prevail. They ought to be taken up and 
down the great valleys, shown something 
of the interior and intelligently informed 
concerning our resources and soil, and its 
capacity, and our claims for desirable im­ 
migration. 
Unless we are greatly mistaken in our 
estimate of their energy and enterprise, 
Los Angeles people will be found arrang­ 
ing for the delegates to view the sonthern 
region. The central and north sections 
ought to be first in the field. They have 
done very little of this sort of work, un­ 
fortunately, and it is because there is lack 
both of public spirit and of organization. 
It is as well that the whole truth be 
confessed—that little or no effort ever has 
been made to take visitors up the Sacra­ 
mento valley. They come into and go 
out of the State practically ignorant of 
the garden spots of the State; ignorant of 
the most salubrious, inviting and produc­ 
tive regions of California. They enter and 
depart from the State, in seven cases out 
of ten, with the idea that they have seen 
all there is in it worthy of examination, 
when they have been shown not a tithe. 
It may be too late now to organize to 
take the delegates of the Convention 
named up the valley or into the foothill 
region, and it is very unfortunate that it 
is too late. 1 lere are 300 men of broad intel­ 
ligence, representing some of the best social 
and business elements of the world ; men 
with trained habits of thought and obser­ 
vation, and whose testimony could he made 
to do California a vast deal of good, lint 
beyond a trip or two around the hay and 
glance at a few fertile hay coasts, and jios- 
sibly a run southward, they all see nothing 
of California. They will go away practi­ 
cally ignorant of that modern paradise, 
the Napa valley; of the most wonderful 
fruit-growing section on earth, that of the 
west hill and valley region of Solano; of 
the grain fields of Colusa; of the garden 
farming of Butte; of the vine, cereal and 
grazing lands of Tehama and Shasta; of 
the rich bottoms of Sutter ; of the semi- 
tropical growth of the northern and cen­ 
tral foothills; of the marvelous fruit and 
hop bottom land of Sacramento and her 
upland fruit and vine-growing; practically 
ignorant of Placer, Yuba, Yolo, Sonoma, 
San Joaquin, Amador, and other counties 
that ofier to men the best and cheapest 
lands and the most equable climates known 
upon the continent. 
So far as Sacramento is concerned the 
delegates might easily he brought here and 
given a glimpse at least of one section of 
the Sacramento valley and afforded a 
glance at the foothill industries. A bet­ 
ter investment our people could scarcely 
make, for these delegates constitute the 
first body of representative men who have 
in recent years come to California at ex­ 
actly the right time; at precisely the day 
and hour when the whole extent of the land 
puts its hest foot forward. 
But if this large body of visitors departs 
without seeing California as they should 
see it, the fact should serve as stimulus to 
prevent many such results in the case of 
other large bodies of visitors. They are 
coming and going, in fact, daily, and by 
the hundreds and thousands; coming and 
going with the idea, for the most part, 
that, having seen the Los Angeles section; 
having ridden from there to San Francisco 
and endured its dust and fog some days; 
having been whisked up to Sacramento 
with probably a two-hours’ pause here, to­ 
wards the close of day, they have seen Cal­ 
ifornia. That they have not; that they 
depart ignorant of observation of the love­ 
liest and most inviting sections of the 
State, is wholly due to the inactivity and 
sluggish content of our neighbors of the 
north and ourselves of the central section, 
for a, very little public-spirited energy 
rightly directed would make the Sacra­ 
mento valley a part and parcel of the tour 
of every excursion party that comes to the 
coast. 


On the other nand, California lias erected 
but six or eight new hotels for tourists, 
has provided only two new resorts, and 
though she has lost by fire the largest 
and most attractive of all her home» for 
visitors, yet the tourist travel of the year 
has Icen double that of any previous sea­ 
son, and promises to keep up tj the stand­ 
ard for the remainder of the year. 
We 
have not only taken the '20,000 Florida 
has lost, hut seme 30,000 others, in addi­ 
tion to the inflnx of visitors during last 
year. 
It Is evident that by another year her 
accommodations will bo wholly inadequate. 
O&r own people very "nearly fill the hotels 
at seaside and spring and mountain resorts 
in the warm season, and the Eastern tour­ 
ists are compelled to take their “chances’’ 
or occupy their cars. Last year it was 
painfully felt that there was not room, 
save possildy at Monterey, for the stran­ 
gers, and its a result great numbers of 
them made only flying visits to spots 
where else they might have remained for 
weeks. 
What we need in central and 
northern sections is accommodations espe­ 
cially inviting to Eastern people, at our 
chief points of resort and outside of the 
metropolis. 
If the tide continues as it 
now flows, we will be unable to entertain 
the visitation of next year. As it was, 
Southern California was not equal to the 
task last year, nor has it been thus far 
into 1887. 
It would appear that about as strong in­ 
vitation as is made to capital is now 
presenting for investment in structures 
for 
the accommodation of visitors. 
With possibly two or three exceptions 
at the utmost, the hotel and summer ac­ 
commodations interior and seaside resorts, 
are not up to the standard of the demand. 
Those at the springs are, for the most part, 
ill adapted, and savor of the raw and fron­ 
tier period. California must prepare for 
the entertainment of her tens of thousands 
of guests in very much better style than 
prevails at most of her resorts, or see the 
tide turn away. Next year there will lie a 
proper hotel in Yosemite, and late this 
year Del Monte will be restored, while the 
new structure at Pacific Grove is already 
open. But aside from these, there are in 
Central and Northern California no such 
evidences of preparation as the steadily 
swelling current of tourist travel certainly 
warrants. 
There are hut one or two 
places besides those named, in the whole 
region, that, in comforts and home-like 
surroundings, and response to the demands 
of society, approach the standard to 
which the tourist from the East is accus­ 
tomed on the other side. 
We have not nearly the accommodations, 
proportionally to the demand, that Florida 
and the southwest have provided, and vet 
with a failing tide Florida eontiuues to 
prepare new attractions in the way of 
hotels with highly-improved grounds, and 
cottages with all the comforts of homo, 
both at the seaside and at springs resorts. 
We do not know in all our mountain 
region a single point where there is arti­ 
ficial supplementing natural attractions, 
such as there should lie, and very few of 
our sanitariums where provision is made for 
accommodating numbers in excess of our 
own -people who go out of the towns and 
cities to seashore, mineral springs, or moun­ 
tain lakes or other resorts, in the summer.

Statistics of travel to Florida are tele­ 
graphed to show that the competition of 
California with Florida for summer or 
winter visitors has sadly cut down the 
number visiting the latter State.

Not a visitor 
to California who has also spent a season 
at any of the Florida resort-, has failed to

A firm of Ohio wool-growers asks in an 
address: 
Why should the wool-growing interest in Cali­ 
fornia demand special legislation for fostering 
and encouraging this industry in that State? Is 
it not enough that rail highways have been 
built from the Atlantic to the Pacific, largely 
subsidized by the General Government, for the 
accommodation of the Pacific c o a s tM u s t the 
shippers ol California, in addition to the facili­ 
ties already furnished them bv the aid of na­ 
tional legislation, be granted the privilege of 
trans|K>rtiug their wool by rail to the Atlantic 
seaboard m arkets and to the Eastern mills at 
the same rate which is charged shippers from 
Ohio? The cheap lands of California give tiie 
wool-growers of that State a decided advantage 
over those or Ohio. Theu why annihilate the 
distance from California to Ohio and give them 
a still greater advantage? 
All of which is saving that the Govern­ 
ment must protect the citizen of Ghio 
against the honest competition of the citi­ 
zen of California. And that doctrine is 
precisely what a free trade Democratic 
President preached when he signed the 
interstate bill. 
Our reply to the Ohio plaint is, that if the 
law is justifiable that protects you against 
legitimate and national commercial com­ 
petition, then it would he a better law still 
if it erected an absolutely prohibitory har­ 
rier against the people of California doing 
any business whatever that might run 
counter to the interests of the people of 
Ohio. 
California does not ask any “special 
legislation ” to aid her products in moving 
to market. She does ask, however, that 
there shall be no legislation to prevent such 
movement; that the immutable laws of 
commerce shall lie free to apply to her, and 
to Ohio, and all the other States of the 
common country alike. 
She does'object most decidedly that a 
free trade Administration is to be per­ 
mitted to put an additional tax upon every 
consumer in the land to benefit a few manu­ 
facturers. But that benefit is only tempo­ 
rary, by the way. In the swing of pro­ 
duction and consumption ; of profit and 
loss; ot wage-paving and wage-earning, 
the application of the protection doctrine 
between citizens of States of a country of 
common purpose and trade, must result in 
a mere system of retaliation, a cutting 
of each other's throats for the mere lust of 
it, with profit out of such protection to no 
one on earth except the carriers—the rail­ 
roads, ships and steamboats. Even the 
railroad companies will be hut briefly ben­ 
efited, for they must dejicnd upon volume 
of traliie, ease of exchange and general de­ 
velopment of the country for their real 
profits—all these the law paralyzes.

A R eal “Suppression of N ew s.” 
When a journal labors long and earnestly 
in the realm of the fanciful to evolve a 
fiction, with wit and point, we feel solicit­ 
ous for its success.

It is piteous, indeed, to see so 
much intellectual labor for such sorry 
birth. Had our contemporary begun nearer 
home, it is possible it might have been 
more successful, and would not have 
been driven to the resource of fiction to fill 
its columns, for the only real, simon-pure 
case of “ suppression of pews” that has 
come to our knowledge was its ungenerous 
bottling up ot the story of a very racy and 
decidedly sensational incident that bad its 
scene of action in the inner sanctum of our 
contemporary some weeks ago, and which 
recital we anxiously, but in vain, looked 
for in the columns of our excrutiatingly 
enterprising and innocently too-previous 
neighbor. Tt certainly could not have es­ 
caped the attention of our bumptious con­ 
temporary at the time, but, in the extremity 
of its labor upon the “ suppression-of- 
news ” novelette, it seems to have forgotten 
it. It owes us a debt cf gratitude for recalling 
the incident to its memory, and the fact 
that it has really neglected to print the 
sequel to its recent sensational statement— 
which it the next day retracted—that the 
daughter of a Sacramento clergyman had 
been taken from a house of ill fame on 
Second street. On the appearance of that 
item the young lady, as our contemporary 
will now remember, armed with a heavy 
raw-hide whip, called upon its managing 
editor with inquiry as to the authorship of 
the libel. She received the reply that he

She started for the 
door, but when sufficiently distant to be 
free from immediate interference, she 
turned and “went hack” upon her word and 
upon the editorial head at the same time, 
and illustrated the .sensation with further 
“cuts.”

In teresting Stat m ent of th e E xercise o f 
th e Pardoning Pow er by Our G overnors. 
The question has been raised sever»', 
times during the past few months as to 
which of the Governors of California has 
granted the greatest number of pardons to 
convicts in our State prisons. Two letters 
of inquiries for this information have been 
received by the R ecoed-U kion within the 
past two weeks, and to settle the much 
mooted question the information has betn 
procured through a somewhat tedious 
search among reports and records. The 
numbers here given do not include com­ 
mutations of sentences. 
There is r.o record found that Governor 
Burnett, who was Chief Executive from 
1849 to 1S51, exercised the pardoning 
power. No pardons were issued by Gov­ 
ernor McDougal who served in 1851-2, but 
Governor Bigler, who succeeded him in 1852, 
granted two pardons in 1852, nine in 1853, 
fourteen in 1854 and twenty-nine in 1855, 
making a total of fifty-four during his 
term. 
Governor Johnson, during 1856, 
issued eighteen, and twenty-eight in 1857, 
making forty-six in all. Governor Weller 
granted twenty-seven in 1858 and thirty- 
eight in 1S59—total, 65. Governor Latham, 
who succeeded Mr. Weller, served but a 
short time in 1S60, and did not issue any 
pardons, but Governor Downev granted 
twenty-five in 1869 
and thirty-four 
in 1861, making fifty-nine in all. 
Governor Stanford in 1862 pardoned 11, 
and in 1863 a further 24; total, 35. Gov­ 
ernor Low pardoned 11 in 1864, 11 in 1865, 
23 in 1S66, and 37 in 1867, making a total 
of 82. Governor Haight pardoned 47 in 
1868, 22 in 1869, 32 in 1870, and 37 in 1871 ; 
total, 138. ^governor Booth, who took 
office in December, 1871, pardoned by the 
end of 1872 61, 15 in 1873, 26 in 1874, and 
32 in 1875; total, 134. 
Governor Booth was elected United 
States Senator in 1875, and Lieutenant- 
Governor Pacheco succeeded him, and 
served as Governor for a short time. The 
reports examined fail to show whether any 
of the pardons granted that year were 
issued after the succession of Pacheco. 
Governor Irwin took office in December, 
1875, and at the close of 1876 bad issued 
66 pardons. In 1877, 30 were granted ; in 
1878, 16 ; in 1879, 17 ; giving a total ol 129 
during his term. Governor Perkins, who 
took office in January, 1880, granted 36 
pardons in 1880; 18 in 1881, and 120 in 
1882. Total, 174 in his three years, Gov­ 
ernor Stoneman pardoned 32 in 1883, 58 in 
1884, 48 in 1885, and 54 in 1886. Total, 182 
in four years. 
To recapitulate, this gives a total of 1,194 
pardons from 1852 to the commencement 
of the present administration, a period of 
36 years, or an average of 33 l-6th for each 
year. The highest number pardoned by 
any one Governor was 182 by Governor 
Stoneman, while Governor Perkins par­ 
doned 174, Governor Haight 138, Governor 
Booth 134, and Governor Irwin 129. The 
highest number pardoned in any one year 
was 120 by Governor Perkins, in 1882, 
while those nearest approaching this were 
Governor Irwin, 66 in 1876, Governor 
Booth, 61 in 1872. and Governor Stoneman 
58 in 1885, and 54 in 1886.

Sir Henry Thompson, the great English 
teetotaler physician, who refuses to treat 
any one in illness who drinks alcoholic 
beverages, says, nevertheless, that the only 
water which is perfectly sate to drink, un­ 
less it has been boiled or filtered, is natural 
mineral water. In the shape of a wrig­ 
gling worm, invisible to the eye, even when 
held to the light, and only to be detected 
by the microscope, a water-drinker may 
have given a more permanent lodging to a 
snake than ever the hospitable whale gave 
to Jonah. But an animalcule will grow 
and thrive on the inside of the indiscrimi­ 
nate water-drinker who has swallowed it 
until it feeds upon his vitals and exhausts 
his health and strength. The victim won­ 
ders why he or she feels so much dis­ 
comfort in the stomach, loses all appe­ 
tite for food, or else grows ravenous, 
feels nervous, depressed, aud incapable 
of active duty. The unknown and un­ 
suspected reptile stowaway, swallowed 
weeks or mouths before in a glass of 
impure water, is the cause, and he who 
doubts the numerous cases on record of in­ 
anition, or suspension of life, and appar­ 
ent death from this cause alone must be 
incapable cf weighing evidence. I have 
myself known a young girl who died ap­ 
parently and remained cold and lifeless 
until put in her coffin, when her mouth 
opened and a small snake, some few inches 
long, appeared. A French doctor, who had 
attended to the case, was fortunately pres­ 
ent, and drew the reptile out with his fin­ 
gers. After a brief interval the exhausted 
girl began to shudder, then opened her 
eyes, and was thus rescued from being 
buried alive. I heard the story, not only 
from her own lips, but from those of lie’r 
father and mother, and have not the 
slightest doubt of its truth. Numbers of 
similar cases are reported in medical jour­ 
nals. If the mere swallowing of indigest­ 
ible tood will almost deprive a dyspeptic of 
the use of his limbs and brain, bow much 
more must a living reptile in the stomach 
paralyze and suspend the functions of the 
human body.—Hull's Journal of Health.

Rand’mills, near Wilkesbarre, Pa., Satur­ 
day, kilied Joseph Frazer. 
Tourist travel to Florida fell off in a 
marked degree the past winter, owing to 
the “glorious climate of California.” 
Visitors to the Washington monument 
have so defaced the later that there is some 
talk of closing it to the public. Itelic hunt­ 
ers will have to seek some other object of 
interest. 
Miss Mattie Mitchell, daughter of Sena­ 
tor Mitchell of Oregon, sailed for Europe 
on Saturday, accompanied by her mother. 
The British Minister, Lionel S. West, left 
for Europe last week, and will wait at Liv­ 
erpool for Miss Mitchell. 
The greatest strike of coal miners ever 
known in this country is likely to occur this 
week. It is the unanimous opinion of 
large dealers that the present state of trade 
would not permit an advance in wages, 
and if the strike must come it had better 
come now. It will involve some S5,000 
laborers.

It has been found that Jennie Wood­ 
ward, the Virginia City woman, died from 
pneumonia, instead of having been mur­ 
dered by Hitching. 
The remains of an unknown man were 
found on Saturday near Forest Grove, Or., 
where ihey had fallen from a tree after 
having hung until the rope gave way. 
A 'arge quantity of the spring clip of 
wool is arriving at Red Bluff, and several 
San Francisco buyers are there. No sales 
of any consequence have yet been made. 
A lively assault was made on Saturday 
by a farmer's wife upon a neighbor named 
Bolton, in Merced, the latter being heartily 
pelted with stale eggs on a public street iii 
the presence of a large crowd of people.
